Pnited States Long Has Been 

Given Worst of It by Heavy 

_ Duties While Rivals 
Pay Smaller.

Washington, D. C., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Mhere has been a good deal of criticism 
leveled against the new tariff bill because 
of the maximum and minimum duty, and yet 
g good deal of this criticism is based upon 
complete misinformation as to the actual 
working out of the new system. 

In the first place, it ought to be under- 
stood by every one that while the maximum 
and minimum system is new to America, it 
has been in successful operation in almost 
every country in Europe which has a pro- 
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Abductors, Suspect Being Ar- 
rested at Youngstown. 
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tective system. The fact of the matter is, 
the United States has been behind the 
times in this regard, and it has sufftred a 
deal because of its inability to meet 
discriminating tariffs of European and other 
fereign nations. 
A number of years ago there was a gen- 
eral consensus of opinidm among the old- 
‘ est and wisest heads in congress that when- 
ever the Dingley tariff was revised it would 
be necessary to include a maximum and mini- 
mum system as the most practical form 
of reciprocity possible in a country which 
depends entirely on legislative action for 
ite tariff scale. 


System Pledged by Party. 

The Republican members of the ways and 
means committee of the house and the 
finance committee of the senate, including 
such tariff experts as the late Senator Allison 
‘of Iowa, were united in favor of this re- 
form some time ago. The result was that 
the Republican national] convention at Chi- 
cago last June pledged the party practically 
without opposition not only to tariff reform 
and revision but to the enactment of a maxi- 
mum and minimum system.

\ No Invitation for Tariff War. 
These minimum rates are not to be granted 
in return for any extraordinary concession 
by any foreign country. On the contrary, 
minimum rates will go into effect automatic- 
elly and without further action by congress 
Or any One else, unless the president becomes 
satisfied that some country fails to give us 
the benefit of its minimum tariff rate. There 
is no invitation for a tariff war, no threat, and 
neo demand for any concession of any kind. 
The establishment of our maximum and 
minimum rates will be exactly the same ag 
in France and Germany, and the operation in 
either direction will be automatic here, as it 
is there, éxcept that in this country the whole 
scheme is legislative while in Germany, and 
to a slight degree in France, the executive 
has some discretion in the way of applying 
the maximum anf minimum rate. 
Reciprocity, as it Was understood by Blaine 
and by McKinley, is best carried out in the 
maximum and minimum tariff system. 
Reciprocity by treaty has proved a complete 
failure and in point of fact invites dis- 
crimination every time a treaty is made. 
Furthermore, it unsetties prices, because if

NEIGHBORS SAY GOOD-BY. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y.,- March 22.—Closing a 
strenuous day, that was taken up chiefly 
with the final arrangements for his African 
expedition. ex-President Roosevelt tonight 
spent the hours on the eve of his departure 
with his family and in bidding good-by to 
Sagamore Hill. 

All is in readiness for the long journey 
upon which he is to set out tomorrow; the 
baggage today was put aboard the steamship, 
and, after inspecting the quarters set aside 
for him aboard the vessel, Mr. Roosevelt re- 
turned to Oyster Bay with his wife and chil- 


dren. ’ 

With his family ‘Mr. Roosevelt will take 
an early train” tomorrow for New York and 
proceed to the Hoboken pier, where he will 
board the Hamburg. The party will be taken 
from the New York terminal of the Long 
Island railroad to the entrance of the pier 
at Hoboken in the automobile of Douglas 
Robinson, Mr. Roosevelt’s brother-in-law. 


Will Not Make a Speech. 

While Mr. Roosevelt is grateful for the 
demonstration that has been planned for his 
departure by hundreds of people who are de- 
sirous of cheering him as the Hamburg slips 
out into the stream and heade seaward 
down the bay, he again expressed the hope 
that his leave taking might be regarded as 
that of a strictly private citizen and that it 
be considered as no unusual occasion. Mr. 
Roosevelt said no matter how many came 
to the pier he would not make a speech. 

A delegation of the local town board, head- 
ed by Chester Painter, presented to Mr. 
Roosevelt this evening an engrossed resolu- 
tion, commending him as a citizen and fellow 
townsman. This occasion at Sagamore Hill 
lasted only a few minutes. When the delega- 
tion moved down the hill in the twilight, the 
figure of Mr. Réosevelt was seen standing on 
a knoll near the house, silhouetted against 
the darkening sky and watching the ribbon 
band of dark water of Long Island sound, 
that glanced here and there in the departing 
light. . 

The former head of the nation then turned 
his steps to the house and sat down to supper 
with his family. The evening meal time 
passed quickly in the good cheer of family 
communion and nohe was more happy than 
Mr. Roosevelt. After the meal Mr. Roose- 
yelt spent the evening quietly with his fam- 
ily, retiring to rest at an early hour, to be 
ready for the start tomorrow.morning. 


Finds Darwin Book “Bully.” 
Though most of Mr. Roosevelt's time has 
been taken in the preparation of*his trip, he 
devotes all his spare moments to reading 
Darwin's book, “ The Voyage of H. M. 8. 
Beagle,”” which he carries conéetantly in his 
pocket. On the train, riding between New 
York and Oyster Bay today, Mr. Roosevelt 
plunged with great zest into the volume and 
paid no attention to his fellow passengers. 
He described the book as ‘‘ bully” and ad- 
vised all the correspondents to read it. 

A pretty incident showing Mr. Roosevelt's 

love for children and his readiness, even 
when otherwise engaged, to amuse them was 
shown on the return trip bome today on the 
railroad. The former chief magistrate had 
taken his seat in the ordinary passenger 
coach and was busily engaged with his book, 
when Mrs. Warren Bowman, wife of the 
Methodist minister at Oyster Bay, with her 
4 year old daughter Ruth, walked through 
the train in search of a seat. : 
“This is Mr. Roosevelt,’ said Mrs. Bow- 
man, stopping in front of the former presi- 
dent, and then she introdu herself. Inthe 
meantime little Ruth had clambered up.on 
the vacant seat beside Mr. Roosevelt and was 
staring at him with great, open eyes. Mr. 
Roosevelt was delighted and patted the 
little girl on both cheeks, and asked her to 
spell his name, which she did to Mr. Roose- 
velt's great amusement.

The next grade, the lambskin gleve, costing in 
Europe about $5 a dozen and now taxed at $2.50, will be taxed $4 a dozen, or from 
an equivalent of 50 per cent to 80 per cent ad valorem. The better grade, the real 
kid, costing in Europe $6.50 a dozen and now taxed at $3 a dozen, will be taxed $4 
a dozen, or from an equivalent of 45 per cent to 60 per cent ad valorem. 

The severity of the burden imposed is more apparent when one stops to consider 
that this means the levying of a tax of not less than 33 cents a pair upon every 
— Further, the increased duties are doubly oppressive in that they bear most 
}. Heavily on the cheaper goods and accordingly tax most highly the poorer classes. 
. This imposition is for the benefit of a limited number of prosperous’ manufacturers 
already amply protected, who, under the guise of protecting American labor (which 
means their own factories), have asked these enormous increases upon their products. 
At the same time they have succeeded in obtaining a reduction in the duty on skins 
(their raw material) from 20 per cent to 15 per cent, thus reducing the protection 
accorded to the producers of dressed skins. 

Revenue amounting to $1,500,000 is now collected by the government on the 
cheaper grades of women’s gloves, and this revenue, much needed as it is, will be 
greatly jeopardized im the interests of the glove manufacturers.

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BALLOON PARTYSTILL MISSING 


Mountain Gorges Searched All 
Day in Vain for Aeronauts. 


MAY BE LOST IN BIG STORM. 


All Pasadena Fears Tragedy in Voyage 
of ‘‘America.’’ 


Pasadena, Cal., March 22.—For more than 
fifty hours friends of the six men whe 
ascended from Tournament park in Pasadena 
at 3 o’clock on Saturday afternoon in the 
big balloon “ America ’’ have been without 
word of them or their fate. 

No human being has caught sight of the 
huge gas bag since, carried by a forty mile 
wind, it sailed majestically into the low 
hanging clouds that lay far down on the 
mountain sides and disappeared from view. 

The belief that a tragic fate has befallen 
the men who formed the party has led to the 
formation of many relief expeditions into 
various parts of the Sierra Madre mountains, 
directly over which the strong current car- 
ried the balloon when it had reached an alti- 
tude of a few thousand feet. 


Face a Weary Tramp. 
There are three distinct mountain ranges, 
before the Mojave desert is reached, fifty 
miles north of Pasadena. If the balloon is 
able to sail over this fifty mile stretch of 
mountain chain and come to earth on the 
Mojave desert, there is hope that the occu- 
pants of the basket, after tramping many 
weary miles, may be able to reach shelter. 
If the balloon wag not able to cross_the 
Sierra Madres and was brought down among 
the mountains only a miracie can save the 
men from death, 
At 8 o'clock this afternoon two parties, 
made up of men knowing all of the mountain 
trails, left Pasadena and will search all night 
for the missing. , 
One party will go to Mount Lowe and from 
there attempt to pass down the snow blocked 
trail leading north and east and finally into 
the west fork of the San Gabriel river, near 
its head. This party is in charge of Phil 
Begue, @ well known hunter and moun- 
taineer. The other party of six will go di- 
rect to Switzer’s Camp, on the side of 
Mount Wilson, and thence will proceed into 
the west fork and, if possible, meet the other 


party. 

Knabenshue in Relief Party. 
Barlier today & party in which was Roy 
Knabensbue, the well known aeronaut, went 
to Alpine Tavern, near the summit of Mount 
Lowe, and search is now being made trom 
there into all of the adjacent cafions. A re- 
port from this party this afternoon stated 
that no trace of the missing balloon had been 
found. 

Through 8. L. Carlton, chief of the govern- 
ment forestry rangers on the San Gabrielli 
reserve, word has been sent to all rangers 
to take the’ trails at once and cover all the 
mountain district poste during the night.

JUST ESCAPED DEATH HERE. 


Capt. Mueller, pilot of the lost balloon, was 
one of the contestants in the great interna- 
tional balloon race which was sailed from 
Chicago July 6 last. He was in charge of the 
French balloon, Ville de Dieppe, which 
dropped into the lake about three miles out 
from the mouth of the Chicago river. The 
huge bag tossed upon the waves of the lake 
like a large rubber bal! and its two occupants, 
Capt. Mueller and George Schoench, a Chi- 
cago youth, escaped by climbing into the net- 
work of the balloon and fastening life pre- 
servers about their bodies. 7 

Capt. Mueller’s experience in aerial sailing 
saved them from their perilous plight. He 
threw out the sand ballast, food, clothing, 
and everything the basket contained in an 
effort to get the balloon to rise from ‘the sur- 
face of the lake. The weight of the water 
in the basket still held the balloon down ana 
Capt. Mueller cut the ropes on one side of 
the basket. The effect was immediate. The 
balloon rose and the basket emptied itself of 
the water. 

In seven minutes the balloon had shot up to 
an altitude of 7,000 feet. The boy had thrown 
off his coat, expecting to have to swim to save 
his life, and the bitter cold chilled him 
through. Capt. Mueller put his own coat 
around him and held him in the basket, which 
was only hanging by cords on one side and 
wae tilted at a frightfulangle. They finally 
made a landing near Benton Harbor, Mich., 
returning to Chicago the next morning.

FOURTH FROM THIS CITY. 


Washington, D. C., March 22.—[{Special. }— 
It was announced formaily at the White 
house today that Lloyd Wheaton Bowers, 
general counsel for the Chicago and North- 
western railroad at Chicago, would become 
solicitor general of the department of justice 
April 1. He will work immediately under 
the direction of Attorney General Wicker- 
sham. 

This position has been held for several 
years by Henry M. Hoyt, a Pennsylvanian 
and a classmate of President Taft. Although 
Mr. Hoyt expects to return to his practice 
of law in Philadelphia, it is not at all unlikely 
that he will be given another appointment | 


understood among Mr. Hoyt’s friends that he 
ig te receive a federal judgeship as a reward 
for his work in preparing and prosecuting a 
number of important cases during his term 
of office. 

During his term as solicitor genera) and 
while he was an assistant attorney general 
Mr. Hoyt played an important part in many 
cases which determined the legal construc- 
tion of important legislative points. 

Since becoming solicitor general he has 
been the legal leader for the United States 
government im the Philippine tariff and 
various other cases affecting the question 
of government in our insular possessions, and 
for the oleomargarine, the coal land law, and 
the commodity clause cases.

THIRD CHOSEN IN ONE WARD. 

The selection of Mr. Bowers to be solicitor 
general of the United States is the fourth 
important appointment under the Taft ad- 
ministratidn from Chicago and the third from 
the Twenty-first ward. Mr. Bowers is a 
near neighbor of Secretary of the Treasury 
Franklin MacVeagh, his home at 20 Ritchie 
place being within a stone's throw of the 
MacVeagh home, and not many blocks from 
the Erie street residence of Jacob M. Dick- 
inson, the new secretary of war. 
Mr. Bowers has been general counsel of 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad for 
sixteen years, having succeeded W. D. 
Goudy in 1898. He is at present in New 
York, having gone there on business con- 
nected with the railroad last week and with- 
out giving any intimation to his friends in 
Chicago that his name was being considered 
for the position of solicitor general. Con- 
sequently when the news of his appointment 
was received in Chicago yesterday friends 
and business associates were greatly sur- 
prised. 

Yale Man and Friend of Taft. 
Mr. Bowers is a graduate of Yale, ‘79, and 
although not a classmate of President Taft, 
they have been close persona! friends for 
many years. He was born at Springfield, 
Mass., in 1850, and after leaving Yale he 
studied law at the Columbia Law school of 
New York, taking his LL. B. degree in 18m 
He practiced law about two years in New 
York City and then moved to Winona, Minn., 
where he engaged in the general practice of 
law.

Great Cfowd Welcomes Him.

Frantic with joy at the sound, he 
rushed through the office corridor and in a 
moment was fighting his way through the 
spectators. 

Parent Rushes Through Crowd. 

Plunging and squirming, knocking by- 
standers right and left. the frenzied parent 
made his way to the bewildered boy in knick- 
erbockers standing solemnly with automo- 
bile goggles in front of the clerk's desk. 

The kidnaped boy saw his parent coming. 
He opened his lips to speak. The words were 
never spoken. Grasping Willie in his arms, 
the happy father planted a score of kisses on 


his lips.

He pressed 
the child to his breast and hugged him

When the crowd realized that the kidnaped 
child had been returned toits parent a cheer 
was given. For three minutes the hand- 
clapping and shouting continues. There 
were cheers for the boy and then cheers for 
the father. 


Phones Tidings to Mother. 


Stripping off the boy’s cap and the smoked 
glasses, Mr. Whitla reveaied his boy’s bare 
head for the first time. He lifted the lad 
high above his head so\that every one might 
get a good view of the now famous young- 
ster who came near to rivaling the “ lost 
Charlie Ross’ of kidnaped fame. 

As soon as he could push his way through 
the crowd Mr. Whitla went to his room on 
the second floor. He carried the boy in his 
arms. For several minutes he was alone in 
the room with his schoolboy son. Then 
through the door came these words, spoken 
by the father to the boy’s mother on the 
long distance telephone: 

“O, mother, ~ have Willie here in my 
arms. He is.safe. Glory to God, mamma! 
It is the happiest night of my; life.’’ 

There was a pause. The mother was plead- 
ing for her husband to return the boy to his 
home at once. 

“I am sorry, mother,” Whitla said. “I 
can’t get a train qut of here until 8 o'clock 
in the morning.

Crowds Call to See Boy. 


Detective Reed next answered the phone. 
Whitla praised him for his work and told 
him of the recovery of the child. Five min- 
utes after the father had entered his room 
fully 2,000 persons were gathered in the 
hallways and lobbies. of the hotel. Those 
who were unable to get into the’hotel stood 
on the sidewalk and shouted for a glimpse of 
the boy. Again and again they called his 
name and implored his father to bring him 
out and let them look at him. 

Mr. Whitla acquiesed to the request of 
the crowd and carrying the boy on his 
shoulder walked down into the lobby. Mount- 
ing a raised platform in thecenter of the lob- 
by, Mr. Whitla gave every one a chance to 
see both father and recovered son. 

Cries of “‘ speech, speech’’ caused Whitla 
to say a few words. His quavering voice 
was too full of joy for him to make connected 
speech, but he poured out the happiness of 
his heart in the few words that he uttered. 


Father Gives Thanks to All. 


With his right arm around the boy’s neck 
and little Willie’s head nestled into the folds 
of his father’s coat the father said: 

“ This is my son. He was lost and is found 
again. If I live a thousand years I can never 
do enough to repay the press, the police, and 
the people who have all done noble work in 
helping me find my boy and in extending 
their sympathy to me and to my family and 
relatives.”’ 

When Whitla ceased speaking there were 
demands for a few words from the boy. The 
lad for the first time showed signs, of fright. 
Upon being restored to his feet he wrapped 
hig arms around hig ‘“ daddy’s”"’ legs and 
hid his face under the coat. Whitla gently 
drew the lad’s headdrom out of the folds of 
the coat and told him to say something to 
the cheering hundreds. 

The boy turned his face upward. But he 
could not speak. The tears, bigger than 
raindrops, coursed down his cheeks. Again 
the crowd cheered and the boy was lifted 
down from the platform by his father and 
returned to his room. 

Whitlea refused to see any one in his room 
until after he had personally thanked the 
Mahoney and Ramsey boys, who brought 
Willie to the hotel He made eachwf them 
a substantial gift. 

Whitla received the newspaper men later. 
Willie told his story as best he could. It was 
not a lucid stary in every way, but it was 
romantic from his childish Mps. He could 
not remember every place he had been, but 
he gave an idea of his travels, so that it 
will be possible for the police to cover a part 
of the trail made by the kidnapers. 

“ Papa,”’ said the boy in a tone of childish 
prattie, “I have been buggy riding, been 
on cars, and in a nice big white house that 
looked like a hospital. -I have been treated 
nice and had lots of good things to eat. 


Tells of Leaving School.

Child Is Put to Bed. 


Whitla handed the boy to Detective Per- 
kins and reaching into a grip produced a 
little nightgown for the boy. The gown has 
been in the grip constantly since the boy 
was kidnaped. The father has always been 
determined that his child should have a 
good night's rest after his being found. So 
in the sight of the detectives, Whitla stripped 
the little sweater, pants, stockings, shoes, 
and underclothes—the same ones that tne 
boy wore away when he was kidnaped— 
from off the child’s form, and robing him in 
the nightgown, prepared him for bed. 

The father and son knelt down and prayed 
and then the little fellow was tucked into his 
bed by his father. He was asleep in a few 
minutes. 


Thinks Boy Was Drugged. 


At’ a conferetice with Capt. Shattuck of 
the Cleveland police Whitlk said that he 
believed his boy had been drugged after 
being taken from school by the kidnaper. 
He came to the conclusion, he said, because 
of the fact that the boy wae able to tell « 
fairly consecutive story of his capture and 
trip to the lair of the kidnapers as far as 
Warren. The fact that Willie fell asleep on 
the car between Warren and the place the 
lad believes was Newcastle is considered 
further evidence of drugging. 

Whitia is also of opinion that his son has 
been in Cleveland during a part of the time 
he has been in the hands of the kidnapers.

Woman Not in Plot.

Then the large detective—who weighs over 
225 pounds—turned and said without a trace 
ef embarrassment: “Is it any. .worger that 
there were tears in my eyes when 1 saw the 
father and son clasped in each other's 
breast. I have a youngster of my own.” 


Man Arrested at Youngstown. 

Youngstown, O., March 22.—Joseph Weiss 
of this city, former manager of the Idora 
Amusement park, was taken into custody 
here tonight. While the police are reticent 
concerning the arrest, it is understood his 
detention is in connection with the Whitla 
kidnaping case, and that he has been under 
surveillance for some time. 

Capt. McNicholas of the Youngstown po- 
lice said: 

** We have made no formal charge against 
this man, but we are giving him a chance 
to clear up certain suspicious circumstances 
if he can.” 

W. C. Sloss, the Sharon schoolhouse jani- 
tor, is here and declares there is little doubt 
the man is the one who kidnaped Willie 
Whitla. 


Sharon Waits to Welcome. 

Sharon, Pa., March 22.—The first act of 
J. P. Whitla upon the recovery of his kid- 
naped son in Cleveland was to call his wife 
over the long distance telephone and tel! her 
that Willie was safe in his arms again. Mrs. 
Whitla, evidently expecting the news. did 
not collapse, but manifested thé most perfect 
self-control. .

SELF-DEFENSE PLEA OF MAN 
~ WHO SHOOTS HIS EMPLOYER. 


Wealthy Arkansan Is Killed by a Mill 
Mechanic Who Had Been Asked to 
Resign His Position. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., March 22.—D. Henry Dun- 
can, vice president of the Bluff City Lumber 
company and one of the weajthiest men of 
this state, was shot and killed today at Clio 
by John Day, master mechanic of the Clio 
mill. Day, who surrendered immediately 
after the shooting, asserts that he acted in 
self-defense. 

Day had been asked by the president of 
the lumber company, John F. Rutherford, 
to tender his resignation. This request, Mr. 
Rutherford stated, was because of Day’s 
failure to respond to a letter written him 
some weeks ago. 

Duncan went to Clio, which is a few miles 
from Pine Bluff, early today to inspect the 
plant. When he arrived at Clio, it is stated, 
he was greeted cordially by Day and the 
two went to the latter’s apartments at a local 
boarding house, presumably to discuss mat- 
ters in connection with the mill. A few mo- 
ments later occupants of the house were at- 
tracted by pistol shots and when they 
reached the porch Day was emerging from 
the room-with a drawn revolver and Duncan 
had fallen, dying within a few moments from 
the effects of five bullet wounds.

Enough Money for Two Shifts 


| DOUBTS BILL WILL PASS. 


It It Becomes Law Favors ‘‘Ten Hours’ 
Pay for Ten Hours’ Work.’’ 


“Ten hours’ pay for ten hours work.” 

That is the answer Chief Horan has to 
make to the bill which the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor and the members of the Fire- 
men’s association who are backing the two 
platoon system, are trying to put over on 
the city. Unless the city officials have a 
change of heart, they will do nothing to fore- 
stall the passage of the bill in the state 
legislature, but will bide their time, and 
wait until it goes upon the statute books be- 
fore taking any action. 

The inaction of the city officials may cause 
a considerable delay in framing a revision 
of the measure regulating the firemen’s 
pension fund, which the association has 
been so solicitous about recently, but then 
the chief cannot be expected to spend his 
time framing up @ measure whereby de- 
pendent children and dependent parents of 
firemen shall receive a pension when his 
mind is filled with plans for a double platoon. 
At least that is the attitude Chief Horan 
takes, and it has been left for him and the 
corporation counsel] to frame the measure. 


Chief Horan Explains Opinion. 
“fm not bothering my head about that 
bill,”” said Chief Horan last night. “If the 
firemen and the labor unions want to force 
such a measure through the legislature I 
can't help it, and, as a matter of fact it is 
entirely immaterial to me whether they make 
it a ten and fourteen hour day or an eight 
hour day, because if they are going to divide 
up the time into hours the city will have to 
dtvide up the pay into hours, so it is just 
as broad ae it is long. 

‘The situation in a nutshell is this. The 

city is short of funds. We haven't enough 
money to buy feed for the horses, and how on 
earth do the labor unions suppose we are 
going to double the fire fighting force? The 
only way we can do it is to make the same 
monéy do the work for twice as many men, 
and so I say it don’t make any difference to 
me or to the city of Chicago whether the bill 
provides for eight hour shifts or for ten and 
fourteen hour shifts. 
“And, by the way, I can’t see the logic/of an 
organization like the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, which for years has been raising the 
cry “ eight hours constitutes a day’s work,”’ 
indorsing a bill that provides for ten and 
fourteen hours. 


Does Not Believe Act Will Pass. 

“T don’t believe the legislature will make 
such alaw. Certainly it don’t fit in with the 
scheme of self-government for cities. I think 
when it gets down to Springfield the mem- 
bers from Chicago will vote against it, know- 
ing what the financial situation is here. But 
if it does go through, we'll meet it in the only 
way we can, but putting the firemen's pay 
at so much an hour and paying them for the 
number of hours they work. 

“T notice that the firemen’s association was 
careful not to let me know anything about 
their bill. Usually I see their measures be- 
fore they are made public, but the first inti- 
mation I had that any such 4 proposition as 
the two platoon system was on the carpet was 
when I picked up the morning papers.”

REPORT PLEASES BUSSE.

Men interested in the unification of all local 
transportation com elevated and 
surface lines—decilared yesterday that the 
need of such a consolidation was given great 
emphasis by the subway report of the city’s 
experts. 
This view was agreed in by representatives 
of the city, who, while not interested in the 
promotion of such a scheme, held that ade- 
quate service, either under the present ar- 
rangements or by subways, can be supplied 
only by unification. , 
Although, as’ previously had been pointed 
out, no physical or financia) obstacles need 
cause the delay of building beyond the time 
necessary for drafting working plans, it was 
the general opinion that the negotiations be- 
tween the two surface and the four elevated 
lines, and between the city and each of these 
six companies, might delay building for 
years and even block the entire scheme. 


Point Raised on Traction Funds. 
Outside of these considerations, the chief 
“reason advanced against the theory that sub- 
way construction might be begun by 1910, 
was the question whether the traction funds 
—the city’s 55 per cent of the profits of the 
Chicago City railway and the Chicago Rail- 
ways companies—oould be used for such a 
purpose. ; 

It was pointed out that Judge Windes re- 
cently tefused to issue a mandamus com- 
pelling the payment of $50,000 appropriated 
by the city council against this fund to pay 
the expenses of the subway bureau. In his 
decision he held that the traction ordinances 
plainly ordered that the fund be held for 
the purchase of the street railways by the 
city. 
On the other hand, it was urged by the ad- 
yocates of the use of the fund for subway 
purposes that the court also baged its opinion 
on another point of law—that the petitign 
aid not show a right to the relief prayed 
for—and that the action now in the courts 
is brought in different form and probably 
will result in the payment of the $50,000 from 
the traction fund. 


Plan of Operation Presents Problem. 


The difficulty in the way of operating the 
subways was said to be principally the great 
changes in the present system to be in- 
stalled if the suggestions of the subway re- 
port are carried out.

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BUILDERS FACE WAGE CLASH 


Employers and Men Said to Have 
Held Hot Conference. 


NEUTRAL RELATIONS ENDED 


Contractors Reported to Be Planning 
to Import Labor. 


More trouble is expected in the building 
trades before April 1, according to union 
officials and contractors, and it fs probable 
that much of the construction work in Chi- 
cago will be tied up if some agreement is not 
reached between the employers and the 
workmen. 

Efforts have been made by the unions to 
arbitrate wage agreements, but it is said 
that every meeting results only in useless 
debate and argument. It was declared yes- 
terday that no further conferences between 
employers and the labor chiefs would be held. 
This is said to mean that all neutral relations 
have ceased, and that henceforth rea] strike 
conditions will prevail. 


_ Movement to Import Labor. 

Although the employers have made no seri- 
ous attempts to fill the places of the striking 
glaziers and the tile layers, plumbers, gas 
fitters, electricians, and other allied crafts 
which demand increased wage scales, it is 
said a movement is on foot to import non- 
union men from other cities in the event that 
an agreement is not reached by April 1. 

At the headquarters of the Associated 
Building Trades it was announced that the 
workmen would adhere to their demands 
until the employers signified their intention 
to sign the proposed agreements. 


Declares Employers Firm. 

A member of the building contractors’ 
council, however, declared the employers 
were just as firm in their intentions not to 
grant an increase. 

“We have done everything possible to 
bring about peace,” he said, “and there 
will be no meetings with the men.’’ 

Members of the Horseshoer’s union, about 
400 strong, have joined the other unions in 
demands for increased wages. The firemen 
are getting $4 a day and the floormen $3.50, 
They ask for a flat scale of $4 a day.

William A. Brush, the Republican nominee, 
filed his withdrawal yesterday with the board

‘field to Hinky Dink, George G. Pendell, the 
Prohibition nominee, and Henry Kramer, the 
Socialist candidate. It is highly improbable 
that the Republican organization will fill the 
vacancy caused by Brush’'s withdrawal. 


Saw a Chance. 

Brush ran against the Bathhouse last year 
ahd made a strong showing. Some of the 
oversangufne in’ the Republican camp 
thought they saw a chance to defeat Kenna 
with Brush this spring. Mr. Kenna shook 
the bushes and scared out 1,700 new voters 
On registration day.. 

Mr. Brush saw the error of his ways and 
determined that he had sufficiency of op- 
posing the Hink-Bathhouse combination. 

‘Thus endeth the campaign to retire the 
omnipresent little Alderman from the First, 
for this spring anyhow. The cannon crack- 
ers probably will roust out the lodging house 
guest with the break of election dawn, but 
it will be more for effect and to remind 
them that every election day may not be the 
Same sweet song in the First. 

Ald; Thomas F. Scully is also left with but 
& single opponegt in the Tenth. Michael C. 
Hoy, nominated in the Republican primary, 
filed his withdrawal yesterday, and Edward 
Kapek, Socialist, remains as the extent of the 
Opposition to the Tenth ward alderman.

In the thirty-five wards of Chicago 
36.055 names were erased from the books 
at the Saturday night revision of the records 
as shown by the returns completed yester- 
day. At the single day for registration on 
March 16 31,562 names were placed on the 
books. 

Cicero adced 262 names to its registration 
on March 16 and deducted 67 last Saturday, 
leaving-a net registration in the town of 1.988.

Anti-Flogging Rule Necessary 


MIGHT USE ROD TOO FREELY 


Replies to Dr. Emil Hirsch Regarding 
Manual Training Schools. 


Otto C. Schneider, president of the Chicago 
board of education, replied yesterday to the 
Rev. M. P. Boynton’s suggestion that the 
rule against corporal punishment should be 
rescinded. He commented also on Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch's charge, made in a Sunday ser- 
mon, that manual training is neglected in 
the public schools and that the training of 
brain workers is made all important. 

“No doubt there are children in the schools 
who need to be soundly spanked, and there 
are times when a good spanking would do 
them a deal of good,"’ he said. “ But there is 
more danger in the custom of corporal pun- 
ishment than there is in the omission of an 
occasional deserved spanking. The old 
régime of corporal punishment proved this, 
and because of its difficulties the present rule 
against it was made.” 


Thinks Dr. Hirsch Is Misinformed. 

Then, referring to Dr. Hirsch's remarks, 
he said: . ; 

“I have the highest regard for Dr. Hirsch, . 

but I am afraid he has let his zea! run 
away with his discretion. Chicago has sev- 
veral of the finest manual! training and tech- 
hical high schools that money can obtain. 
Then, too, out of the 270 schools in our sys- 
tem, 159 have manual training departments. 
and sixty-one have household arts depart- 
ments for the girls. All these departments 
have been put into the ‘schools within the 
last fifteen years. We have made as much 
progress as we consistently could do. If 
Dr. Hirsch can show us how we can get what 
he desires in a quicker way, and if he can 
show us how we can raise the money for 
more extensive improvements and additions. 
we would be greatly obliged to him.’’ 
A circular will be issued to all school prin- 
cipals today instructing them to have the 
pupils pick up the waste paper that is scat- 
tered about the grounds and buildings at 
lunch time. 


Compulsory. Baths for Girls. 

The first of the rubber caps purchased for 
use in the Washburne school in “ scrubbing ”’ 
girl pupils was tried out yesterday. After 
the boys had used the shower baths, Miss 
Mary Ellis. a teacher, conducted a little 
party of girls to the bathrooms, showed them 
the rubber cap which would prevent the 
wetting of the hair, and called for volunteers. 
The call met with no response, so Miss Ellis 
took one little girl firmly by the arm, con- 
ducted her behind the rubber curtains, ad- 
justed!the cap, and gave her the bath, de- 
spite protests that the girl’s parents con- 
sidered it ‘‘ unhealthy ’’ to bathe in the 
winter. Other caps will be sent to the school 
this week and then a general campaign of 
personal cleanliness will begin. 


Advice as to Spring Moving. 

The board of education will be asked to 
appropriate $100 for the printing and distri- 
bution of 10,000 circulars calling attention to 
parents to the desirability of moving into 
less congested school districts if they decide 
to move on May 1. Theappropriation will be 
asked at the regular meeting tomorrow 
The innovation of ** circularizing ”’ 
the parents of school children in the con- 
gested sections of the city will be tried out 
largely as an experiment. 

Every school in Chicago will receive the 
latter part of the present week an illustrated 
booklet giving detailed instructions for the 
observation of Arbor day, April 23, in the 
schools. The booklet will be sent out by 
Francis G. Blair, state superintendent of 
public tnstruction. It will also contain the 
proclamation of Gov. Deneen for Arbor day 
and for Bird day in August.

Lavender and forwarded the statement to the 
Rev. A. T. Horn, who presided at the first 
session of the church trial. \ 
It was the intention of the Rev. Mr. Craw- 
ford and the Rev. Mr. Tilroe to bave the 
statement made public at once, but the Rev. 
Mr. Horn decided to withhold the text until 
today.« In the meantime, it is understood, he 
has notified the members of the church jury 
that they are excused from further duty. 
Neither the Rev. Mr. Crawford nor the 
Rev. Mr. Tilroe. would discuss their state- 
ment in advance of publication. Their deci- 
sion to drop the prosecution, however, is 
known to be due to the ruling that they must 
show time and place of the alleged offense 
and the general sentiment among prominent 
church members that the case should be dis- 


missed. 


Defense Awaits New Charge. 

Throughout the afternoon Mrs. Lavender, 
the Rev. Mr. Leek, and several of their 
friends waited at the office of her counsel, 
Seth F. Crews, to receive a revised copy of 
the complaint against her. When, after a 
long wait, Mrs. Lavender’s friends found 
no new complaint forthcoming, inquiry was 
made of the Rev. Mr. Crawford. 

‘The case is ended so far as I am con- 
cerned,’’ he replied. ‘* Mr. Tilroe and myself 
have signed a statement and forwarded it 
to. the Rev. Mr. Horn to make public. This 
will explain everything.” 

Mrs. Lavender may insist upon another 
session on Saturday to demand a verdict of 
not guilty from the jury. 

“IT am advised that this is my right,"’ she 
said. ‘‘ The mere dropping of the prosecu- 
tion is cowardly. It would leave a cloud upon 
the name of myself and upon Mr. Leek. We 
shall insist that if the prosecution admits 
that a case cannot be made out that I be 
officially declared guiltiess. 


May Have to Prosecute. 

‘“‘If I am given @ verdict of not guilty I 
probably will bring no civil action against 
the Rev. Mr. Crawford, who admits he be- 
trayed my confession, as he callsit. If, how- 
ever, they try to sneak out of the matter 
by simply pping the case, and possibly 
say something against me in the statement, I 
may have to prosecute them to clear myself 
fully.”’ 

Mrs. Lavender, however, regards the action 
of the prosecution as a great victory. It is 
said her counsel has advised against a civil 
action against Mr. Crawford, and that she 
probably will let the matter drop. 

At the first session of her trial Saturday 
the Rev. Mr.,.Horn ruled that the original 
complaint wa§ not sufficiently specific. The 
prosecution was given forty-eight hours to 
file an amended complaint. 


Judge Opposes Further Action. 

The Rev. Mr. Crawford and the Rev. Mr. 
Tilroe consulted lawyers connected with the 
church. Among them was Judge Gemmill 
of the Municipal court, who informed the 
ministers that Mrs. Lavender had a perfect 
right to demand that the time and place of 
her alleged offense be specified. 

The judge and other church leaders seen. 
also advised the ministers that they believed 
the church and public were tired,of hear- 
ing of the case and that a serious wrong 
would be done the church by permitting the 
case to drag along further. The Rev. Mr. 
Crawford and the Rev. Mr. Tilroe are said 
to have based their withdrawal of’the prose- 
cution largely upon this ground.

BRITISH PREMIER DENOUNCES 
AGITATORS IN NAVAL STRIFE. 


Asquith Says There Is No Friction and 
No Suspicion Between Great Britain 
and Germany. 


LONDON, March 22.—In the course of to- 
day's debate in the house of commons on the 
naval estimates Premier Asquith denounced 
hotly what he designated “‘ the artificial agi- 
tation” that is being engineered in the 
united kingdom as unpatriotic and unscrupu- 
lous, and misrepresenting the situation. 

“Not only is there no friction, no un- 
friendliness, and no suspicion between our- 
selves and Germany,’’ the premier said, * but 
there is a mutual sense of what is due to the 

‘independence of two great peoples and the 
recognition that they must, in matters of 
national defenge, have regard for their own 
interests.” 

After dealing with the respective standing 
of the two fleets Mr. Asquith appealed again 
to the country to believe that the government 
Was detefmined to maintain intact, unas- 
Sailable, and unchallenged the naval suprem- 
acy upon which depended the freedom and 
independence of Great Britain. 

Reginald McKenna. firstlord of the admiral- 
ty, said in the house of commons today that 
the government had no intention of pur- 
chasing the Brazilian Dreadnoughts now 
being built in this country. 

The vote of censure of the government pro- 
posed by A. J. Balfour, the Opposition leader 
in the commons, to get the opinion of the 
house as to whether four or eight Dread- 
houghts should be included in this year’s 
naval program, is not likely to come up for de- 
bate this week. 

Premier Asquith, although he has expressed 
his desire for discussion at the earliest poasi- 
ble moment, finds it difficult to allot a day for 
the debate.

VICTORY FOR JOCKEY CLUB 


Kentucky State Racing Commis- 
sion Is Declared Illegal. 


JUDGE HARBESON SO RULES. 


Regulation of Running Tracks Only 
Declared to Be Class Legislation. 


siestenton, Ky., March 22.—[Special.]—The 
Latonia Jockey club won a notable victory 
today when Judge Harbeson handed down a 
decision in the Kenton Circuit court declar- 
ing as unconstitutional the law creating the 
state racing commission. 

This decision was due to the fact that the 


law creating the commission gave that body: 


power to regulate only the running tracks 
of the state, when in fact trotting races come 
under the same legal category, according to 
Judge Harbeson, and that therefore the law 
was class legislation. Judge Harbeson held 
that the law to be valid must give the racing 
commission the same authority over trotting 
and running races. 

Judge Harbeson held, however, that the 
contentionof the LatoniaJockey club that the 
track could not be run profitably without the opera- 
tion of bookmakers made no difference in the law 
of the case, as thet feature of the contention was 
purely a gambling privilege and not a property 
right, and can never ig within the protection of 
the constitution so as to make it of legislative 
control. 

The court before passing upon the question of con- 
stitutionality of the racing commission act de- 
cided in favor of the racing commission on several 
points, notably the question that the state had 
the right to control the racing business by police 
power and to pase rules regulating race betting 
that would even go to the extent of confiscating 
the race tracks by rendering their business wholly 
unprofitable. 

Col. Milton Young. the only member of the 
commission now in Lexington, said tonight the 
case would be carried to the Court of Appeals 
and efforts made to get a decision before time 
for spring racing to begin in Kentucky. Horse- 
men generally are pleased with the decision, as 
it means, if sustained, the reinstatement of the 
bookmakers and the elimination of the pari- 
mutuel system of betting. 

Vice Chairman E. F. Clay has instructed Secre- 

Rouse, now in Washington, to return to 
Kentucky and call a meeting of the state racing 
commission for the earfiest possible date to con- 
sider the decision rendered by Judge Harbeson 
today. Former Gov. Beckham, the commission's 
attorney, will take the case to the fourt of Ap- 
peals, and expects a decision by May 1.

NO MORE EXHIBITION GAMES 


American League Teams Must 
Not Meet: Out of Season. 


BAN JOHNSON ISSUES ORDER 


President Says Practice Contests Are | 


Violation of Spirit of Rules. 


The Detroit and Washington teams of the 
American league will play no more exhibi- 
tion games with each other or with any other 
team in that league, according to orders is- 
sued yesterday by President Ban Johnson. 
The prohibition did not specify these clubs, 
but was issued to all club owners in the 
circult. The Tigers and Senators are the 
only teams which have offended, however, 
and they played two games last week in 
Texas. Baseball law specifically forbids ex- 
hibition games between clubs of the same 
league during the championship season. 
President Johnson holds it a violation of the 
spirit of this rule to engage in exhibition 
affairs of that ge aoe! at any time. 

Reports from the Pacific coast, in which 
Cal Ewing is made to complain that the 
Pacific leaguers are not getting the promised 
support of the forces of organized bageball 
in their fight against the California outlaw 
league, prompted Mr. Johnson to unbelt a 
little information regarding what the majors 
had done to help out the loyal clubs on the 
coast. 

“The major leagues already have taken 
away from the California outlaws the major 
league players in that league,’’ he said. ‘*‘ We 
bave induced the Sacramento club to break away 
from the outlaws and join the Pacific Coast league. 
and Mr. Graham of that club is about the only 
club owner on the coast with whom we are able 
to keep in touch Mr. Ewing has handicapped 
the work by falling to send us a list of the outlaw 
clubs’ players out there. He promised me when 
he was here he would attend to that at once. He 
has promised me twice since then to send the list, 
but we have received none, so have been unable to 
take up the cases of those players. 

‘* Comiskey has promised to help the Sacramento 
club with an outfielder from his team, Taylor of 
Boston has given that club a pitcher. and Garry 
Herrmann will give it a first baseman. Seeme 
to me we have given the coast people considerable 
assistance. It would have been more if Mr. Ewing 
had kept his promise regarding the list of players. 
The only request we have refused was one that 
the major leagues assume an obligation of $18,000 
to keep the outlaw league out of San Francisco. 
That did not look reasonable as the best way to 
break the outlaws is to_let them break themselves 
with expensive propositions of that sort. Asa 
matter of fact, the California outlaw league does not 
rank with the Chicago semi-pros: and the eituation

FRUIT MEN FIGHT 
FREIGHT TARIFF. 


Increase and Discrepancies in 
Rates from South Arouse 
- South Water Street.

TWO COMPLAINTS FILED. 


Charges Before State and Inter- 
state Commissions Allege 
Glaring Inconsistencies. 


South Water street commission merchants 
are up in arms against increases In freight 
rates on fruits and vegetables shipped from 
the south to Chicago, which were made by the 
These are 
declared to be excessive and unreasonable. 
Dealers i fruits and vegetables also are 
making a vigorous protest against former 
rates, which they declare ought to be rem- 
edied by reductions. Complaints have been 
made both to the Illinois railroad and, ware- 
house commission and to the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Glaring discrepancies in the proportion of 
rates to distance are pointed out in the scale 
of charges fram Kentucky and points at sim- 
ilar distances from Chicago. In some in- 
stances the rates are twice as high on the 
interstate rates as for the same distance 
wholly in this state. Also, ratés from New 
Orleans and other Louisiana poilts are com- 
pared to show that one-third sometimes is 
added for an ndditional Mul of from four to 
ten miles. 


Circulars Show Differences. 

Circulars distributed among the shippers by 
E. @. Davies, a distributer of fruits and 
vegetabigs, quote rates on a long list of fruits 
and vegetables from Brookport, I!)., to Chi- 
cago, 877 mfles, and from Bardwell, Ky., 
876.71 miles, to show that the interstate rates 
are from 140 to 180 per cent of thé Illinois 
rates. The rate on artichokes, asparagus, 
and cantaloupes, for instance, is 14.4 cents a 
hundred pounds in carloads from Brookport, 
while from Bardwell the rate is 36 cents. 

Mr. Davies also attacks the increases in 
carload rates made March 1 and says ex- 
cessive charges have been made for re- 
frigeration. 

“Fruit and vegetable dealers should re- 
member,” he says, “that refrigerator 
charges for protecting property shipped at 
their own risk are based upon ice at $4 a 
ton, as against $2.50 a ton paid by one of the 
directors of the Nlinois Central and his asso- 
cilates in the so-called meat trust.’’ 


Forty Cents for/Eight Miles. 

William Loeffel of Barnett Bros., 159 South 
Water street, said the rate on lettuce in car- 
loads ffm New Orleans to Chicago was 90 
cents, while from Kenner, La., eight miles 
from New Orleans, the rate was 50 cents. 

“It is proposed to have the fifty-two fruit 
associations in the country coéperate with 
other commercial organizations that are 
fighting excessive freight rates,”’ he said. 

C. H. Weaver, 120 South Water street, said 
the shippers had many grievances. 

“ We do not want the roads to carry freight 
he said, * but 
we do insist on equal rates for all.” 

Illinois Central officials admitted there were 
many inconsistencies im rates, but they said 
rates could not always be made en a mileage 
p@is, and that many of the discrepancies 
had been caused by reductions made by state 
commissions. 

Would Raise Illinois Bates. 

F. B. Bowes, freight traffic manager of the 
Illinois Central, said the rates from Illinois 
and Kentucky points ought to be closer to- 
gether, but that this ought t6 be accomplished 
by advancing the rates from Illinois, which 
are fixed by the railroad and warehouse com- 
mission. 

“We consider these rates unnecessarily 

low.” he said, “*‘ and they ought not be com- 
pared with others. The rates from Bardwell, 
Ky., are interstate rates, and not only from 
there but from the entire length of our line 
south to New Orleans the rates are reason- 
able in our opinion. 
_ “ The increase last season from the south- 
‘ern lines over the preceding season amounted 
to 28 per cent both In tonnage and revenue. 
That does mot look as if the rates were pro- 
hibitory.”’ 

Regarding the icing charges,it was declared 
that the low rate given to the packers was 
made necessary by the competition of west- 
erm roads and that it had been in effect for 
six years, whereas Mr. Armour has been ‘a 
director of the Illinois Central only since 
last October. 

D. O. Ives, chairman of the official classifi- 
cation committee, has tendered his resigna- 
tion to become traffic director of the Bos- 
ton chamber of commerce and the Merchants’ 
association of that city, which have amal- 
gamated and propose to form a New Eng- 
land freight bureau. 


COMMITTEE ON RATE FIGHT. 


Report on Differences Between New 
Haven and Canadian Pacific Is 
Due on April 1. 


New York, March 22.—Following an all day 
session of the Trunk Line association, it was 
announced that a committee of five had 
been appointed to endeavor to effect a sét- 
tlement of the differences now existing 
among eastern trunk lines because of the 
preferential rate agreement entered into 
several months ago between the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford and the Canadian 
Pacific railroads. It is expected that the 
committee will hold several sessions between 
this and April 1. on which date,it will su»>mit 
its report to the Trunk Liné association. 
In the meantime existing rates will be main- 
tained. The roads represented included the 
New York Central, Pennsylvania, Baltimore 
and Ohio, Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
erne New York, New Haven and Hartford, 
Lehigh Valley, Grand Trunk, and New York, 
Ontario and Western.

Chief of Police Shippy yesterday issued 
an order on “hair trigger’ shooting, as a re- 
sult of the shooting of Joseph Finn, who was 
killed last Friday night at West Twenty- 
eixth and Canal streets by Policeman Alex- 
ander Scott of the Twenty-second street/po- | 
lice station. 

The chief said in part: “In making a law- 
ful arrest, whether with or without @ war- 


rant, any officer has the right, and, it fs bis] 


duty to use every means to accomplish his 
purpose, but he should avoid all unnecessary 
harshness or violence. 

“If no resistance is offered: or . attempt 
made to escape, he has no right to rudely or 
violently handle a prieoner.”’ 

Finn's body was laid to rest at Mount Olivet. 
during the day while his slayer paced back 
and forth behind the bars of the Twenty-seo- 
ond street police station and wept bitterly.

~“ watch the funeral cortege depart. Serv- 

es were held at the Church of the Nativity, 
where the Rev. J. J. Flaherty sang requiem

sermon on the uncertainty of death. 

The grief stricken widow has thé sympathy 
of members of the entire police department, 
and so has Scott, but that will not'interfere 
with Chief Shippy's plans to see that justice 
is done. If it is agreeable to Mrs. Finn, Chief 
Shippy will see that something is done to- 
wards her financial welfare, but no definite 
action will be taken until after the close of 
the inquest tomorrow afternoon. 

Chief Shippy is not interfering, neithe? is 
he telling members of the force whether or 
not they should contribute toward the widow. 
However, it is understood that after the in- 
quest Lieuts. Enright and Keleher will take 
the initiative and Chief Shippy will approve 
the plan. 

Wayman Has Ordered Inquiry.

RECOGNITION OF THE UNION | 
IS THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE. 
Coal Miners’ Leader Says There Will 


Be No Recession from This Demand 
by the Delegates. 


Scranton, Pa., March 22.—‘‘ There will be 
no compromise over the question of recog- 
nizing the union,’ said Thomas L. Lewis, 
international president of the United Mine 
Workers of America. This sums up Mr. 
Lewis’ attitude, and seems to indicate clearly 
that he considers the recognition of the union 
paramount. 

President. Lewis said that recognition of 
the union does not necessarily mean that 


1 the coal companies shall deduct from the 


wages of the miners the dues they owe to 
the union and turn them over to a designated 
representative of the organization.in the dis- 
trict where the colliery is located. 

President Lewis said tonight that if he 
had his way the miners’ convention, which, 
meets tomorrow, would be open to newspaper 
men, but it is doubtful whether the dele- 
gates will vote for am open convention. 

While various district officers have given 
out estimates as to the number of delegates 
who favor a strike in case no concessions 
are made and the number who are for con- 
servative action, there has been no count of 
noses. Many of the delegates are unin- 
structed. 

It is said that the majority of the Englith 
speaking miners are opposed to a strike, and 
will work to avoid one. It is also said that 
a great number of the foreign speaking men, 
who form no inconeiderable portion of the 
convention, are outspoken for a fight, and 
that many of them will vote for a strike 
unless concessions are granted.

WHAT PICTURES DO. 

Suggestion plays an important part in 
crime, Court officials find iNustrations of 
that fact’ almost daily. A little study } 
reveals the difficnity of any attempt to 
censor the pictures in the nickel theaters. 
The films that depict immorality are eas- 
ily identified. The ones whose influence 
may be unhealthful are much harder to 
recognize and regulate. But here is what 
pictures sometimes do. 

The adventures of a “gentleman bur- 
glar” won great applause from the audi-\ 
ence as they were portrayed on the acres. | 
“ Raffles” made an undoubted hit. With- 
in a few weeks six boys were brought 
before the Juvenile court, each with a 
complete set of burglar’s tools. Bach 
likewise indicated his astonishment that 
the story of achievement in crime failed 
to impress those who heard it in tourt as 
the accomplishments of the model did 
when revealed in the film of the nickel 
theater. 

A dying father called his golden haired 
soh to the bedside and made him take an 
oath to hunt down his slayer and take’ 
vengeance upon him. The rapidly meov- 
ing film showed the boy going forth to 
his appointed mission. \He grew to youth 
and manhood. At last he found and 
killed his father’s murderer. ‘Kneeling 
upon the grave of his parent, he gave 
thanks to God that he had performed the 
vow. All thrilling enough on the screen. 
The applause was generous. But no one 
cheered the boy who. came into court @ 
short time afterward, charged with killing 
-hig stepfather, who, im a drunken rage, 
was abusing his mother. In the course 
of the testimony it was brought out that 
the” inspiration came from the film just 
described. The youthful criminal ex- 
pressed surprise that no one thought him 
beroic. 

Those are but two illustrations taken 
from. the notebook of one of the inter- 
ested workers in the Juvenile Protective 
association, the outgrowth of the Juvenile 
court committee.

the ducal house of that name, who ine 

just died i Paris at the age of nearly 

90, Was an American woman, a Miss 
Eup Montgomery of New Orleane, 
member of a family which is as well known 
in Washington and in New. York as in the 
Crescent City. Her hus , the late Count 
Olivier, who died over years ago, was 
a son of Duke Francis Rochefoucauld. 
The latter along with the royal 
princes of Bourbon, from France at the time 
of the great revolution at the close of the 
eighteenth century, mafried at The Hague a 
Levantine lady, a native of Conetantinepie, 
and by her had three sons. 

The eldest Olivier married away back a 
1858 Miss Montgomery of New Orleans, the 
second led to the altar Anne Perron, daughter 
and heiress of a French soldier of fortune, 
who, having taken service under some of the 
native rulers of Tndia, led their troops there 
against the English under Sir Arthur Welles- 
ley, afterwaré first duke of herve 
When his employers finelly surrendered to 
the English Gen. Perron returned to France, 
and having “ shaken the pagoda tree,” as the 
saying goes, to some purpose, found himselt 
in the possession of a colossal fortune, which 
was inherited by his daughter, born of his 
union to the da ter of an Indian rajah. 
All this wealth of 
possession of the grandchildrenof old Count- 
ees Frederick de ia Rochefouceuld, tee 
Perron. are the Austrian Countess 
Revertera the Italian Duchese Salviati, 
the Princess lotti, and Princess Chigi, 
all thrée of Italy. 

—— * 

The other brother of Olivier, namely, Hip- 
polyte, also married an heiress, the daughter 
of a rich lawyer Roux, and his son, 
Gaston de la Rochefoucauld, is the widower 
of Sir Horace Rambold’s sister Emily, whose 
first marriage, to George Henry Cavendish, 
was severed by divorce in 1866, and who wes 
the adopted daughter of Baron Delmar of 
Berlin, banker of Frederick William III., and 
the first Jew to be ennobled by the Prus- 
sian crown. 

Old Countese Olivier de la Rochefoucauld’s 
eldest son Guy was sentenced three years ago 
to a term in jail for breaking his cane on the 
head of a Paris policeman in a church door 
riot at the time when the French govern- 
ment was endeavoring to take an inventory 
of the possessions and treasures of the vari- 
ous chyrches abéut thecountry. Count Guy, 
who is’ a man of about 55, insisted that if he 
had rendered himself gullty of any violence 
it was because he had caught sight of the 
policeman whom he had caned in the’ act of 
maltreating his 23 old son, Count Henry. 
The authorities, however, took the ground 
that it was Henry who was ilitreating the 
policeman and sent him to jail aiso for three 
months, namely, in the model penitentiary of 
Fresnes. Count Guy and his eldest son as 
| well as his brothers and nephews heve al- 
ways been noted for their combative disposi- 
tion and for their readiness to fight on each 
and every occasion, which is ascribed in 
France to the American blood in their veins 
that comes to them through their mother, 
and from those Louisiana planter ancestors 
of hers, that is to say, a class particularly 
impatient of contradiction.

All of these De la Rochefoucaulds bear the 
title of count. The head of the entire family 
ia their second and third cousin, Francois, 
Due de .la Rochefoucauld. married to Miss 
Mattie Mitchell of Portland? Ore,, and whose 
only child, a boy of 4, who bore the title 0f 
Duc de Liancourt, died the other day. 
Through the little fellow’s demise it is the 
duke’s only brother, Count Gabriel de la 
Rochefoucauld, like him an officer’ of the 


reserve branch of the French army, who j. 


becomes heir to the family honors, which , 
include the three dukedoms of La Roche- | 
foucauld, de Liancourt, and 4’ Anville as well 
as the title of Prince de Marcillac. The 
mother of the duke and his brother was a 
woman of.extremely humble birth, accord- 
ing to some the cantiniere or ambulanciere 
attached to the brigade of troops in which the 
late duke was serving in Africa in the Alge- 
rian campaigns. It is said that she saved his 
life by nursing him when wounded. At any 
rate. his marriage was a colonial romance 
which gave great offense to the other mem- 
bers of his family. 

The de la Rochefoucauld family was 
founded in the tenth century by a younger 
son of the Sire de Lusignan. His Christian 
name was Foucauld, and having the castle 
of La Roche in the Charente he styled it La 
Roehe-F'oucauld, from which his descend- 
ants have taken their name. His heir sixteen 
generations later in the male line direct was 
a noble of sufficient importance to be in- 
vited to act as godfather to King Francis I. 
on the occasion of his christening, and when 
Francis came to the throne he created his 
Louis XIII. promoted the 
Count de la Rochefoucauld of his day to a 


dukedom, and today the family possesses no | 


less than six French dukedoms ante-dating 
the great French revolution, namely, the 
three alread). mentioned above, besides those 
of Estissac, of Doudeauvilie, and of Roch- 
guyone as well as the dtélian dukedem of 
Bisaccla, and the Spanish dukedom of 
d’Estrees, which latter carries with it the 
Grandezza. .

Reporte of official origin are being indus- 
triously propagated by friends of the pres- 
ent cabinet to the effect that Admiral Lord 
Charies Beresford, on the impending ter- 
mination of his command of the great chan- 
nel fleet, will be appointed to one of the most 
important berths in the service on shore. 
Possibly this is merely intended to arrest 
the popular agitation which has been caused 
By the genera) impression that Lord Charles 
Beresford has been subjected to grossly un- 
fair treatment by the admiralty and that the 
officer who stands highest in public favor as 
the foremost commander of the British navy 
is being sacrificed to the jealousy: and ani- 
mosity of cliques at Whitehall. This agita- 
tion has grown to such an extent as to be- 
come a source of much concern to the cabi- 
net. It is possible, however, that the liat- 
ter may be really in earnest about giving 
Lord Charles a shore command. For it 
would not only have the effect of putting an 
end to the movement in his behalf but would 
also prevent him from entering parliament 
and from becoming one of the bitterest criti¢s 
and foes of the administration. 

As long as he continues in active service, 
either ashore or-afieat, he is forced by the 
laws of discipline to remain silent and to 
refrain from assailing the admiralty, and it 
is no secret that on several occasions he has 
been given command, even by first lords of 
the admiralty who were opposed to him, 
merely in order to reduce him to silence. 
There are only three shore commands open 
to an officer of his rank, namely, those of the 
Nore, of Plymouth, and of Portsmouth.

Of these that of Portsmouth is the most 
lucrative gnd important, carrying with it 
an official residence, possession of a steam 
yacht, the governorship of Portsmouth, and 
salary and allowances amounting to about 
$20,000 a year. Portsmouth, moreover, is 
England’s greatest naval arsena! and strong- 
hold, and besides this enjoys the advantage 
of being but a little over an hour’s run from 
London. Unfortunately, however, for Lard 
Charles, the Portsmouth command is filled 
by Admiral Sir Arthur Fanshawe, who is his 
junior in point of age and who was only ap- 
point®d a few months ago, and the same thing 
applies to Plymouth, to which Admiral Sir 
William Fawkes was assigned only last year. 

As for the Nore, a successor to Sir Gerard. 
Noel has only just been appointed. Ports- 
mouth is probably the only shore berth 
which Lord Charles would be willing to ac 
cept as in keeping with his rank, and if it is 
really intended to place him there the ad- 
miralty will be forced to perpetrate another 
piece of unfairness by removing Sir Arthur 
Fanshawe from the blue ribhon of the service 
long before the ¢ompletion of his term and, in 
fact, just after getting settled there. Lady 
Charles would be in her element at Ports- 
mouth. For she is extremely hospitable,
